What will it All Amount to ? 

"I need not, I am sure, assure you 
of my own sincere desire [to do all I 
can to not only fact justly but gener- 
ously to Columbia," wroto Mr. Mac- 
kenzie when, in Fobruary last, ho ap- 
proachod the Pacific Province for the 
purpose of re-arranging the broken 
and impossible railway obligation. Ho 
submitted through a confidential 
agent the rough outlines of what he 
proposed doing and what he conceived 
to bo in the Bpirit of his letter; and the 
Provincial Premier was assured that 
"The Dominion Government would 
be glad to have ihe consideration of 
this proposal entertained by your Ad- 
ministration, and to learn the couclu. 
■ion of the Government of British Co- 
lumbia upon the subject." This pro- 
posal remained in the hands of the lo- 
cal Premier for a whole month, dur- 
ing which time ho was busily engaged 
in coucocting schemes to ciroumvont 
Mr. Mackenzie and avoid the nocessity 
of an appeal to the people. At the ex- 
piration of a month Mr. Mackenzie 
telegraphed to the Governor:— "I ex- 
ceedingly regret that your Govern- 
ment have not replied to the propo- 
sals or apparently considered them. 
I beg, therefore, that you will now in- 
form your Ministers that tho proposals 
are withdrawn." Now followod the 
already "cut and dried" appeal to the 
Queen; Walkem's "call in" at Ottawa, 
his futile and laughable attempts to 
"draw" tho Dominion Premier, his final 
offer to take what ho had previously re- 
jected with auoh an air of disdain and 
even refused to consider, his promise to 
put the offer in writing, his failure to do 
bo, his trip to London and its equally 
barren results. It is true that, both in 
Canada and in England cortaiu newspap- 
ers espoused the cause of tho appellants; 
but howover gratifying it may be to got 
into the columns of a London daily, poor 
Columbia cannot subsist upon newspa- 
por articles, more especially erroneous 
ones. Tho people of this Proviuco will 
bo inclined to take a praotical view of tho 
subject. They are chiefly concerned 
about results, and thoy will naturally 
ask, "What will it all amount to?" As 
one London journal, usually well inform- 
ed upon colonial matters puts it: — 

"Tho bond in question was impossible 
of fulfilment, but Mr. Walkom insists up- 
on it boiug carriod out. All tho way from 
British Columbia ho filled tho air with 
shrieks like an implacable Shylock. de- 
claring that British Columbia would have 
her bond." 

It appears quito ovident that tho viows 
put forward in tho columns of tho London 
Standard are not shared at tho Colonial 
Office, where ono of its local contempor- 
aries advises it to seek correct data. In- 
dued, it is known that the Colonial Minis- 
tor entertains very different views on tho 
question from thoso enunciated through 
tho columns of an effete Tory journal by 
our very excollent and well-intentioned 
Agent-Genoral. However gratifying it 
may bo to somo people's vainty, it is dif- 
ficult to diseovor in what way British Col- 
umbia is to be benefitted by this chaper- 
oning. It would appear that there is no 
disposition whatever on tho part of Her 
Majesty's Government to interpose in tho 
sense desired. Indeed, we know that Lord 
Carnarvon pronounced Walkem's objec- 
tions "frivolous" and his position unten- 
able. But, ovon did such a disposition 
exist, wo aro ploinly told both by Canad- 
ian and English publicists that there is an 
absence of constitutional right, and pre- 
rogative to potentially interfere! In short, 
tho whole matter stands procisely as it 
was delineated in thoso columns at tho 
first, and the results which were predicted 
with' so much fidelity aro being gradually 
evolved. Time and money wasted only 
to find tho country in a Icsb favorable pos- 
ition to negotiate with the Dominion 
Government than it was at tho beginning. 
So far as wo can see, there remains only 
ono act to bo performed in ordor to cap 
the climax of Ministerial folly— to fill tho 
cup of Ministerial iniquity; and that act 
is to agitato for that which Columbia 
could never get it she would, and would 
not if she could— Secession.

LARGE SURPLUS ANTICIPATED 



[Special Dispatch to the Colonist.] 



Ujuiiudge, Oxt., Sept. ID. — Armstrong's 
Hotel was burned this morning. Three 
porsons were killed and live seriously in- 
jured. 

Toronto, Sept. 15.— Tho Globe, in an 
article on the Commercial Outlook, says: 
Money is more abundant than ft year ago 
and there is moro difficulty in employing 
funds. Tho country's resources give 
good prospects of an overflowing abun- 
dance- of grain, and a handsome profit on 
wool. Hops are line, with a largo sur- 
plus to oxport. Dairy products are in- 
creasing in magnitude. Tho timber 
trade is depressed, but local consump- 
tion is increasing. Square timber trade 
is still more depressed, and combinations 
have been formed to curtail tho produc- 
tion. Tho imports at Custom Houses 
largely exceed those of last year. 

Revolution. 

The people of tho American city of Now 
Orleans, Louisiana, have risen in armed 
reballion, whipped and overthrown tho 
Government of the State and seated of- 
ficers of their own selection in tho State 
House. Some two years ago, at an elec- 
tion, tho Government just deposed were 
defeated, but refused to rotiro, and over 
since that period they havo held to their 
positions, being aided by a corrupt judi- 
ciary. Thoir crowning act of villainy 
■was to order tho seizure of all arms held 
by privato persons in Now Orleans. 
"Whereupon the citizens rose en masse, 
and after about fifty persons had been 
killed on both sides took possession of 
the Stato House and installed tho officers 
elect. 



TirE encouraging outlook of commer- 
cial affairs in Canada, as stated by tho 
Globe, and published in our special dis- 
patch to-dny, cannot but exert a most im- 
portant inlluenco upon our own Province, 
and may indueo tho Dominion Govern- 
ment to undertake our great public 
works on a moro extonsivo scale than was 
at first contemplated.

That petition condomus tho claim 
of the Terms of Union Preservation 
League, that tho Canadian Governmont 
is bound to build a railroad on tho Island! 
tGfMark this: Tho Executive potition 
that Mr. Walkem boro to England was 
■signed by the Finance Minister. It claimed 
as ono of tho reasons why tho Bri- 
tish Government should interfere, that 
the Dominion Government had fail- 
ed to build a lino of railroad 
from Esquimalt to Seymour Nar- 
rows. Wo leave Mr. Armstrong to ex- 
plain how it happened that tho League 
petition was condemned by tho New 
Westminster petitioners for standing up 
for tho rights of tho Island, while no re- 
ference was made to tho Government pe- 
tition which recited tho very samo griev- 
ance. 

New Westminster. — An unsuccessful 
attempt to break into ono of the stores in 
the city was made on Sunday. .. .The 
volunteers made a good average score on 
Saturday, when competing for tho Sey- 
mour Cup. Sergt Brown made the high- 
est, 58 points. . . .The annual prize meet- 
ing of tho New Westminster lliiles com- 
menced yostorday at 10 o'clock and will 
continuo two days. Twenty-eight prizes, 
for tho most part presented or subscribed 
for by public-spirited citizens, will be 
competed for. ... Dr. Kent brought up 
■ from the South Arm settlement some 
splendid samples of agricultural produce

The Episcopal Inquisition- 

Editor Colonist. -Bof ore you stands 
tho Rev. Dean Cridgo, a man pious 
by principle, a christian in practice, a 
pastor in Victoria for twenty years, to 
whose nnsellishness and zeal all are 
witnesses. The pioneer of Protestant- 
ism, who has ho not baptised, marri- 
ed, buried? Ever reliant on Provi- 
dence himself, tho poor and distress- 
ed havo found in htm tho good Sam- 
aritan. With an open hand and warm 
heart for others, he kept himself pen- 
niless. Attached .to tho Eoyal Hos- 
pital from its commencement, ho gave 
his untiring labours gratuitously and 
continuously until now. The meeting 
with clergymen of other denomina- 
tions on the broad Catholic platform 
of Christian benevolent effort, against 
tho wishes and remonstrances of him 
who is styled Bishop, resulted, amongst 
other things, in the successful estab- 
lishment of an Orphan's Homo which 
now shelters beneath its roof many a 
child of want. In bia pulpit the con- 
sistent foe of Ritualism, deeming re- 
ligion a thing of tho heart and life, not 
of the outward senses and of vest- 
ments, postures and senscloss mum- 
meries. The Bible his guide in prac- 
tice as well as in precept, an open 
Bible for all isjhis life motto. The first 
church upon Church Hill was built for 
him and a tract of land set apart for 
her uses. In those days tho colonists 
wore few; but now came tho time of 
gold excitements. Things looked 
llourishing, money seemed plentiful, 
and tho theretofore poor and neglected 
souls soon found an exotic Bishop and 
a crowd of clerical attendants, most 
anxious for their spiritual welfare, a 
care probably not needed when they 
were poor.

"No sooner was gold discovered in 
British Columbia than a Bishop was 
appointed." 

The exotic apostolic Bishop, with 
a purse well lined by that good lady, 
Miss Burdott Coutts,soon found means 
to induce tho Rev. Mr. Cridgo to enter 
his net and acknowledge his author- 
ity, promising him, in lieu of the 
Church lands, &c, $3,000 a year. Tho 
gold excitemont abated, — the Coutts 
money had been spent or foolishly in- 
vested; the immigrant clergy one by 



human, may havo dono so much as 
blowing his'noso in tho august pre- 
sence of the Bishop, a much less harsh 
and acrid course exists, — viz. a moro 
court of enquiry. Had this course 
boon taken, at all events first taken, the 
scandal and iinmenso injury to tho 
Episcopal Church would havo beon 
avoided.

taken leases of tho Church lands threw 
them up and poor Mr. Cridgo found 
his income sadly diminished. Tho 
exotic Bishop married and inhabited 
the corrugated, convoluted, galvaniz- 
ed iron palaco, where ho still resides. 
In this abode and elysium of bliss un- 
told, foretaste of heavon , the idea gained 
strength that he was ono of tho suc- 
cessors of tho Apostles, appointed by 
God (an impossibility, because God 
never makes a mistake — -and such a 
mistake !)and that the clergy and per- 
haps the Church people must bow obe- 
dience to him.

Jt must be recollected 
that the first Church was burned down, 
some threo or four years ago, and tho 
present ono erected in its place, chiefly 
by tho people of Victoria, most as- 
suredly not for Bishop Hills, but 
most certainly for Mr. Cridge, for 
whom the people of Victoria entertain 
a great esteem. If the Dean falls the 
ro-built Church will fall with him! Bj- 
hold this good man arraigned before 
the exotic Bishop acting as judge, 
witness, and prosecutor! In Pandora 
street Presbyterian Church sits this 
ecclesiastical tryant with his subser- 
vient Assessors and equally servile 
counsel to try an aged and honored 
Episcopal clergyman because he dared 
lift his voice and protest against the 
wicked designs to introduce Ritual- 
istic practices into his Church. Thus 
has tho Presbyterian Church, which 
was intended for a house of prayer, 
been converted into a den of — 
tyrants, and ought to bo treated 
accordingly. There, in this Church 
intended to be governed by a free peo- 
ple, sit this ecclesiastical conclave, 
holding an open ecclesiastical Court to 
trample upon and oppress the good 
old man and make him bend his knee 
to Baal or starve; bis Church, built for 
him taken, away and given to another; 
his income withdrawn, though derived 
from lands given by tho Colony; aud, 
in fact, to the oppressors given tho spoils 
and tho contributions of Victoria — con- 
tributions intended for church purpos- 
es fvnd Christian praciicos and not for 
a school of instruction in bigotry, ima- 
ges, iniolerancoand oppression. Spirit 
of John Knox! seo to what base uses 
St. Andrew's Church Jh put! Pandora 
has, indeed, opened her box with a 
vengeance It is not a little singular 
that the worshippers at Christ Church 
should allow their faithful old pastor 
to bo subjected to such ignominy, 
when combined effort and hold protest 
would have provontcd it. Tyrants are 
cowards; and those aro no exception to 
tho rule. If tho Dean has boon guilty 
of aomo vonal offonco, and ho, boing 



way." I have looked in vain for such an 
announcement, although whon tho sur- 
veys aro completed, ami all the informa- 
tion setting forth the immense advantages 
that must accrue to tho Dominion by tho 
adoption of that routo are laid before the 
Government and couutrj, I fool satisfied 
that such will bj tho result. 

Tho Ministry are then attacked for com 
ing to this supposed conclusion, and it 
goes on to Bay:— 

"Had tho people of Vancouver Island 
shown a greater readiness to back the 
Government's treachery and giro a cor- 
dial hand of welcomo to thoir Plenipoten- 
tiary-Extraordinary, it is exceedingly pro- 
bable that tho Mainland would not have 
been favoured to tho disadvantage of the 
Inland. That tho Island should bo slight- 
ed in so very marked a manner is nil the 
more remarkable when we remember that 
Mr, Edgar offered, on behalf of tho Do- 
minion Government, to proceod forthwith 
with the construction of the Railway from 
Victoria to Nannimo. that is to say, along 
the whole easterly side of tho Island. Tho 
intention of tho Government whon they 
made this offer must have boon to have 
made Bute Inlet the Mainland terminus, 
and adopt Mr. Sandford Fleming's sug- 
gestion to establish a steamship ferry be- 
tween Bute Inlet and Nanaimo until such 
time as tho increase of trallic would justi- 
fy a more permanent connection. Indeed 
tho organ is impressed with the conscious- 
ness that the Ministry have been playing 
a double handed game in this as in other 
respects, for it acknowledges that during 
the session the belief was that Bute Inlet 
would bo selected as tho Mainland tor- 
minus. Why has the change been made ?" 

With reference to tho first part of that 
paragraph, 1 believe that if tho Local 
Government and people of Victoria had 
treated with Mr. Edgar, tho representa- 
tive of tho Dominion Government, they 
might have secured tho construction of 
that piece of Railway between Esqnimalt 
and Nanaimo, and at the samo time, the 
surveys would have beon proceeded with, 
the question of route through tho Cas- 
cade Range speedily settled, and arrange- 
ments made that would havo been per 
fectly satisfactory to the peoplo of tho 
Mainland. 

I do not boiievo any ono in tho Province 
would object to that piece of railroad be- 
ing built between Esqnimalt and Nanai- 
mo; but Mr. Mackenzie at some future 
time, should the Burrard Inlet routo bo 
adopted, would havo to explain to the 
country why a section of railroad 75 
miles in length should bo construe tod, 
having no connection with tho Canadian 
Paciflo Railroad, just to please the whim 
ofafow Victorians. 

A Rail way botweon Esqnimalt and Nan- 
aimo would not, as tho Mail statos, em- 
brace the whole of tho eastern sido of 
Vancouver Island, but a very small por- 
tion of it, and thcro is no reason for sup- 
posing that even had that portion of the 
Railway been built, Bute Inlet mutt con- 
sequently have beon tho Mainland Ter- 
minus; for Nanaimo is within 15 miles of 
Burrard Inlet, and nearly 100 miles from 
Bulo Inlet, and 1(30 miles from Wadding- 
ton Harbor, the head of Bute Inlet; noi- 
ther does Mr. Sandford Fleming suggost 
iw his report that a steam ferry should 
be established between Nnnaimo and Bute 
Inlet; what ho stated is, until the traffic 
bo to some extent developed and the 
prospect justify tho outlay, a steam forry 
suitable for railway traflio can easily bo 
established between Vancouver Island 
and tho terminus on the main shoro, Hiieh 
as would, for somo time, answer the pur- 
pose." Mr. Fleming does not niontion 
Nanaimo in connection with a steam fer- 



BurVBTddj must know that he referred to 
a ferry between Bute Inlot and that por- 
tion of Vancouvor Island iiniuodiatoly 
opposite— or between Burrard Inlot and 
that portion of Vancouvor Island imme- 
diately opposite to it, —probably Nanai- 
mo. 

Ioanuot seo why the present Ministry 
should bo accused of playing a double 
game, whon it must ho romombered that 
although it appeared to somo people last 
sossion that the Buto Inlet routo looked 
tho most favorable, Mr. Mackeuzio stated 
ia answer to tho motion I brought before 
tho House with reforonco to the mattor, 
on the l!lth May, that tho Government 
wero entirely uncommitted to any parti- 
cular pass through tho Cascade rango, 
and that thoy would not decide upon 
any routo until tho onginoor'a reports 
wero submitted. 

If tho government havo como to any 
determination with roferenoe to the routo 
it must havo beau dono on tho receipt of 
report of survoys that have been conduct- 
ed this summer on tho Buto Inlet route. 

If you will lefor, Mr. Editor, to page 
19 of Mr. Elorning's report you will seo 
that on tho result of surveys recommend- 
ed on Routo No. 5 (a modification of 
Routo No. '1) depended the success of 
what is known as tho Bnto Inlet route, 
and should tho anticipations mentioned 
iu the description of that route havo 
boen realised, a comparatively good lino 
would havo been obtained, but what is 
the result ? why oxaotly the opposite: tho 
engineors havo failed in finding a practic- 
able lino at all in that direction, and so 
bad is it that no instrumental survey has 
boen made of it. That is tho reason, Mr. 
Editor, why tho southern routo is look- 
ing up, and I havo no doubt tho Globe has 
had this information from tho best of au- 
thority. 

I don't proposo to ontor into a compar- 
ison of tho difforent routo;* now, as it 
will tako up too rnuoh of your valuable 
space, and I shall probably bo called upon 
to do so on some other occasion, but I 
may say, if rumor is correct, tho routo 
via tho great bend of tho Frnsor known aB 
No. in Mr. Fleming's report is not turn- 
ing out hb favorable as was expectod — aud 
this may be another reason why the Globe 
believes that Burrard Inlot routo will bo 
adopted— but its groat length alone will 
bo sufficient to condemn it. 

Whon tho time arrives and this ques- 
tion ia "carefully scrutinized by Parlia- 
ment," I feel euro that tho Government 
will bo able to show the oountry, that 
whichovor route ia adopted, tho final 
choice has been made with a duo rogard 
to engineering aud commercial advan- 
ges, and in tho interests of tho wholo Do- 
minion; wo on the Mainland of British 
Columbia, aro perfectly willing that it 
shall bo thus decided, and when that time 
comes, shall bo prepared to assist tho 
Government to demonstrate to the satis- 
faction of the Mail and tho country gen- 
erally that the southern routo is in the 
interests of the wholo Dominion immea- 
surably superior to any other. 

I trust, Mr. Editor, I havo not trespass- 
ed too long on your columns, but I feel 
that now is tho time to give tho Domin- 
ion Government every assistance in our 
power towarda settling this important 
question— and where mis-statements are 
made, to correct thom at tho earliest op- 
portunity. So far.tho promises made by 
Mr. Mackenzie's Governmont with refer- 
ence to tho surveys in this portion of our 
Provinco are boing carried out, and wo 
havenoroason to believe but that wo 
shall rocoivo continued justice at his 
hands, and every effort will bo mado by 
tho Government to ensure tho best lino 
for our national highway.

Nr.w Orleans, Sept. 11. — In res- 
ponse to a call for a mass meeting in 
Canal street this morning to protest 
against the seizure of the arms of pri- 
vato citizens, men began to assemble 
at ton o'clock. J3y 11 o'clock the 
broad sidewalks of tho great thorough- 
fare wero tilled for sovoral squares. 
There seems to bo a general suspen- 
sion of business at this hour. Ad- 
dresses are being delivered from the 
base of tho Clay statue. No distur- 
bance of any kind occurred. Two 
companies of U. S. troops arrived this 
morning. Tho meeting adopted re- 
solutions requesting the immediate ab- 
dication of Governor Kellogg, and a 
cominittoo of citizens was appointed 
to wait upon tho Governor. The 
meeting in waiting tho return of the 
committee I 
11 a. M. [ 

Tho Committee from tho Canal street 
mass mooting appointed to wait on 
tho Govornor with a requost that he 
immediately vacate his seat went to 
tho Executive Office. Tho Governor 
declined to receivo tho resolutions on 
tho ground that the meeting was 
composod of armed citizens wdio wish- 
ed to monaco the Executive powor. 

Tho people wore then advised to go 
homo and got thoir arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

Nr.w York, Sept. 14. — William M. 
Evarts for Presiient, and Newton 
Booth for Vice President is tho last 
tickofc being discussed in tho Eastern 
press. 

Hew Orleans, Sept, 14. — At 2 p. m. 
armed men were stationed at tho in- 
tersection of all the streets on tho 
south side of Canal street, and from 
tho liivcr to Clairbomo street. Abuot 
■I p. m, a body of metropolitans'^with 
cavalry appeared at tho bead of Canal 
stroot and took possession. General 
Longstreot, commanding, accompani- 
ed by an ordorly, thon rodo up and 



citizens to disperse. Some firing soon 
after occurred, and tho metropolitans 
aro reported to havo broken at the 
first fire. Citizens aro now building 
barricades aloug Poydras street, having 
already captured the City Hall. Tho 
lire alarm and tho police telegraph 
wires from the battery in tho City 
Hall havo boen detached and aro now 
useless. Ono company of U. S. troops 
are horo; but, they remain at tho Cus- 
tom House. Tho spectators stato that 
the authorities seem to havo great 
confidence in their ability to deal with 
what they term an armed mob, and 
say unless tho people disperse there 
will bo bloody work to-night. Barri- 
cades wore erectod on all the stroeta 
between Poydras and Canal stroets, 
and tho people's party hold all that 
portion of the city above Canal streot. 
Metropolitans are massed in and 
around Jr/ficson streot, and at the St. 
Louis Hotel. A sharp light occurred 
at tho river and ond of Canal street 
at 4 o'clock. Tho number killed is es- 
timated as high as 50. A number of 
Metropolititaus aro reported killed, 
aud Con. Badger soriously wounded. 
Colored men, of which tho metropolit- 
an brigade is largely composed, broko 
and ran at tho first fire, leaving the 
killed and wounded. 

New Orleans, Sept. 14 — 8 p. m. — 
Streets above Canal street aro filled 
with armed citizens. Tho impression 
now prevails that no further attempt 
will be made by the metropolitans to 
disperse their opponents, who handled 
them so roughly this p. m, Most of 
the barricades aro made with street 
oars. No further conflicts aro appre- 
hended before morning, Six or eight 
citizens and 20 or J10 metropolitans 
were killed in tho fight this p. m. 

Midnight — Tho city was quiet 
throughout last night. The casual- 
ties to tho citizens in lights foot up 6 
5 seriously, and 12 fatally wounded. 
The metropolitans' lor;s— Seven killed 
and 37 wounded. Among'the citizens 
killed was Major G. K. Gourtein. 

An extra "Bulletin," issued this p. 
m., contains the following proclama- 
tion to the peoplo of Louisana: 

"For two years you have borne with 
patience and fortitude a groat wrong 
through tho fraud and violence of the 
Governmont. Your officers havo been 
overthrown, power usurped, protest 
after protest, appeal after appeal to 
the President of the United States and 
Congress havo failed to give you re- 
lief for what you had right, under the 
Constitution, to demand. Wrong has 
not been repaired; on tho contrary, 
through the instrumentality of parti- 
san judges, you have boen debarred 
from all legal remedy. Day by day 
taxation has been increasing with* costs, 
and penalties amounting to tho confis- 
cation of your property ; your substance 
squandered and credit ruined, result- 
ing in failure and bankruptcy. Right of 
sull'rage virtually taken Lvom you by 
tho enactment of skilfully devised 
registration and election laws. 
To these may bo added a corrupt and 
vicious legislature, enacting laws in 
violation of tho Constitution, for the 
purpose of guarding and perpetuating 
usurped authority, and the Metropol- 
itan police, paid by the city under the 
control of tho usurper, quartered upon 
you to overawe and keep you in sub- 
ject. Every public right has been de- 
nied, and as if to goad you to despera- 
tion, privato arms are seized and indi- 
viduals arrested. To such extremities 
aro you driven that manhood revolts at 
further submission. Constrained by a 
general sense of duty and having been 
legally elected lato Governor of the 
State, aud Acting Governor iu tho ab- 
sence of Governor McEuery, I do 
hereby issue this my proclamation, cal- 
ling upon the Militia of tho Stute, 
comprising all persons between tho 
ages of IS and 10 years, without regard 
to color or previous condition, to arm 
and assemble under their respective 
officers, for the purpose of driving the 
usurpers from power. Given under 
my hand and seal, this 14th day of 
Sept. Signed, J. P. Peirre, Lieut. - 
Governor. 

General Order No. 1 is also issued, 
appointing Gen. T. Logan, Provision- 
al General of the State Militia, also . a 
proclamation to tho colored peoplo of 
the State, assuring them that in this 
movement against Kellogg'n usurpa- 
tion no harm is meant toward them. 

New Orleans, 15. — The State House 
was surrendered at 7 a. in. to Peirro's 
militia without firing a shot. Peirro's 
militia are about 10,000 stiong. The 
entire Metropolitan force and Kellog's 
militia are without arms. Arsenals 
were surrendered at 9 a. m. to tho cit- 
izens.

It is probable that the election will re- 
sult in no chango and that another 
election will have to bo held. 

Vienna, Sept. 14.— There is groat 
excitement among the inhabitants of 
Gallicia and the Transylvania frontier 
in consequenco of GOO Moldavian pea- 
sants forcibly crossing into the dis- 
trict of the Czar. Tho govornor of the 
district has tolegraphed to Pesth f or 
military aid. 

London, Sept. 14.— Tho "Standaid" 
says the Schleswig quostion is assum- 
ing a serious aspect in consequence of 
the daily expulsion of Danish subjects 
and the hostile tone of tho German 
prsss. Public opinion will compel 
the Government to send a formal note 
to Berlin, and to retaliate by the ex- 
pulsion of German subjects from Dan- 
ish soil.
